The Examiner explained his position that alls of the 
cited references disclosed particles sizes within the claimed 
range. Applicants argued that the narrow particle size 

distribution was a feature not disclosed in the prior art and could 
not be practiced based on the teachings in the prior art. 
Applicants suggested an analysis based on a reference by reference 
review. The Rostoker patent was discussed. No agreement was 
reached since the Examiner maintained his position that the claimed 
uniform materials were embedded within the less uniform materials 
disclosed in the prior art.
